My  friend.  Mr  I  jndsey,  has  spoken  of  th:it 
dark  period  when  I  was  drafCfKed  from  iny  na 
tiv<>  State,  and  thrown  into  a  Norlltern  prison, 
and  1  have  lir>en  nsked  l<»  ci  ve  soni"  ar(  uiint  of 
th.'  (amous  Utile  bell  of  Mr.  Secretary  Seward, 
bv  which  I  wa-;  depnvad  of  wtj  liberty;  but  I 
Htand  Itelore  y«>u  tkis  evening  for  no  such  pur- 
pose. This  bhall  l>e  done  in  due  tini>-.  whi'ti 
tbe  episode  of  ray  imprisonment  .shall  i-uiifii 
tete  a  part  of  the  hiatonr  of  the  timed,  and 
tbis  a.•^sa.ssin  of  lil>ert7  Mi  «p  to  the  execra- 
tion of  mankind. 

It  has  very  often  l>ee«Mr  lot  to  aMrMW  you 
bef«»re.  but  never  upon  aarh  momentous  iaaueF 
us  arc  inv(ilv»»d  in  tJie  present  ronlest.  You 
knew  ni>-  then  a.s  a  true  and  uniiinchine Whi>r 
ol  th<-  Clay  .--choid  I  had  irrcat  confitlcncc  in 
ihc  conservative  patriotism  fit  that  parly.  antJ 
I  used  all  honest  efl'ortu  for  its  succes.s.  1  do 
say  this  to  rerive  reminiaceacci  of  paat 
purty  friends,  bat  to  declare,  as  I  now  do,  with 
ii<demn  emphnws,  that,  in  lay  jndement,  the 
only  hope  for  the  preservation  of  liberty,  and 
the  form  of  i;overnmeat  nader  which  we  live, 
M  the  siK cess  of  the  grmi  Democratic 
party  of  this  nation.

I  propose  calling;  your  calm  <'oiisi<icrHlioii 
t'.  th<-  coin"'  piirsiii-d  by  the  Kadif  ai  piirly  in 
forciii;:  iictiro  ):u\ crniiiciit.-  upon  the  .'^oiuhern 
States,  loi  t4je  s</le  purpose  of  |>erp<-tiiatine 
their  party  supremacy.  Before  proceeding.  I 
may  be  permitled  to  say,  that  I  atlaeh  no 
idame  to  the  poor  ignorant  negro.  He  has  been 
delud<-d  and  misleii  by  his  Moist  enemii  s,  and 
is  1,1  to  find  it  out      He  dc-ci  w  ^  llic 

coiiiii        i'.  '!i  <'l   every  rifrlit  t>«  lui;:  man, 
and  i."  eiiiiiied  t(i  lli<-  lull,  coiiiple'c.  and  un 
qualified  protection  of  all  his  rights  as  a  free 
Bsan.    I  have  never  seen  one  human  being  in 
the  Sesth.  where  1  have  1>ecn  ever  siii<  e  the 
desires  or  would  agrci-  to  his  re  en 
It.    I  eonsid'  I  ;r  t!,.  l.:;.'tie>t  duty  of 
race  to  eici' ,.  .  iiieans 
ia  their  power,  to  eievaie  Liui  ;ii  ilu  -.  ale  of 
ciwilirali— ,  emd  to  ^aflifj  him  to  Ik-  a  good 
citiien.    I  dk>  boC  heUere  that  there  is  any 
com  III  unity  upon  earth  more  riady  and  will 
i!,;:  lijt    Soutlierii  Suites,  to  extend  the 

auiple.-^t  protection  of  the  law  for  any  infrac- 
tion of  his  just  rights,  and  the  blacks  under- 
stand this  well.  I  hare  often  had  occaaion 
te  witness  this  fiseiMt  in  the  ezerciae  of  my 
■lofeisional  duties  in  that  country.  I  remem- 
ber being  called  upon  to  defend  a  nejrro  man 
for  murder:  I  told  bini  that  be  ini;!lit  have  a 
jury  of  his  own  color  if  he  desired  it,  when  be 
in^anlly  replied.  "  Oh  no.  sir.  let  me  tried  l>y 
a  jury  of  Southern  geulleiueu.  lie  wati  so 
tried  and  aequitted,  as  1  think  he  onci^  ^ 
have  been.  Bat  with  all  the  Idadfediaflireal- 
ly  felt  towards  the  black  race,  they  can  never 
assimilate  with  the  whites.  Put  it  into  every 
Southern  Constitution,  and  you  can  never 
produce  >-i»c;al  equality  Ho  whatever  \  o;i  can. 
ihey  will  still  be  negroes,  and  the  great  mass 
of  theoi  IMrly  unfit  to  « wwi—  the  elective 
franchise.  Yet  to  extend  this  privilege  to 
them,  seems  to  have  been  one  of  the  ehief 
ends  of  the  Radical  Uoliey,  jiensisteiilly  pur- 
'-ued  ill  defiance  of  all  constitutional  re- 
viraints  1  be  cant  words  ol  "rel>el  and  trait 
or  are  cast  int<j  the  teeth  of  every  one  who 
oppose  this  policjr,  «r  vfo  4ares  to  stand  up 
for  the  Constitution  of  his  country  in  its 
purity  It  is  the  common,  but  stale,  device  of 
those  who  are  unable  to  sustain  their  cause 
by  argument  and  reason  Hut  'f  we  f  ke  the 
Irouitle  to  look  to  the  n>e  and  progrrss  of 
this  party,  it  may  W  seen  witli  what  grace 
•oeh  epithets  bqms  firom  tbem.  It  in  well 
known,  that  prior  to  the  late  unhappy  war 
there  was  a  party  the  North  whn  ardently 
desired,  and  sought  by  all  means  in  their 
I  ower.  a  dissolution  ot  lb'-  I  nion  :i  -  il  then 
«-\iste(|  Hundreds  ot  petition  .  .ill  (  oiiiing 
from  this  party  in  the  North,  were  presented 
to  Congress,  praying  that  some  phw  bendoat- 
cd,  without  dielay,  for  the  immediate  dissolu- 
tion of  the  American  Cnion 

I  pass  by  such  men  as  (iarrison  and  Koss 
and  WeiicleJl  I'liillips.  who  denounced  it  with 
a  liitii  rness  unequalled  liy  anyllii iig  e\ er  ut- 
tered in  tlie  South,  and  invite  your  attention 
to  the  >i<M>d  disaaion  •entiroenis  i>f  those 
who  hold,  or  recently  held.  bi|(fa  position. 
Ben  Wade,  late  Senator  from  Ohio,  who  was 
«>lected  by  this  Radical  party  to  prasiie  over 
the  Senate  of  the  I'nited  States,  and  who.  in 
«  oii-equence.  came  very  near  makiii<:  himself 
I'restdent  of  the  L'oited  States  by  his  own 
vote,  in  IHSi  said :  "  There  was  m>  Union 
with  the  South  Let  us  have  a  IJnioa."  said 
lie.  "or  let  us  sweep  <ivay  tkia  remnant  we  call 
u  I  nion.' 

As  the  Constitution  then  stfKKl  he  wa<  for 
RWee|iiiit;  aWHV  this  I  iioin.  yet  be  l-  now  one 
of  tite  honored  leaders  ot  the  Radical  party, 
whi(  b  tbey  profanefy  misname  the  I'nion 
party  Tailing  to  bring  about  a  dissolution 
as  speedily  as  was  desired,  an  eatlMaiasiie 
disunionist  at  the  North,  W.  O.  Dutr^  Mi4: 
"  I  sincerely  hope  that  a  ei\  il  war  nuiy  soon 
burst  upon  the  country  1  want  to  see  Afri- 
can h!:i\cry  .iixdished  in  my  time  •  * 
The!  !  .v  II.  .St  fervent  prayer  is,  that  Eog- 
laud,  1  rauci ,  and  Spain  owy  take  this  slare- 
sya— rsfii  nation  into  their  special  sonsider- 
•nd,  when  the  time  arrires  for  the 
of  the  cities  of  this  land  of  the  free 
te  of  the  brave  to  run  with  blood  to 
the  horses  bridles,  if  the* writer  of  tbis  be  liv- 
ing, there  will  be  one  heart  to  rejoice  at  the 
retributive  justice  of  Heaven." 

W.  H.  S^ard.  however,  durinf  the  first 
lincoln  campaign,  in  speaking  at  L^CnMse, 
of  the   prolmbilitie^  of   disaolutioa,  said : 
They  the  people  of  the  South)  saj  yoa  wiH 
<\  try  take  us  back  ;  you  will  not  dare  to  im- 
ii   your  hands  in   brother's  blood,  to  re- 
'  lablisb,  by  force  of  conquest,  a  (  nion  which 
have  repudiated  and  dissolved.    They  are 
•'jkt  said  he,  "  me  4o  mot  propou  tn  do  amy 
KMrh  thin§."   Bat.  as  we  all  know,  be  apoks 
with  a  forked  tongue,  ss  be  most  commonly 
does,  t4>  deceive  and  mislead  the  peopb*  of  the 
South     On  the  same  tour,  in  a  speech  at 
Lansing,  he  told  his  audience  "that  one  single 
administration  would  settle  iMi  question  of 
slavery,  f  oaUj  and  forever."   Gaa  any  man 
imagin  how  liii  «Mii     4«W  «SMMilif  civil 
war  whieh  aai  ffcia  ^wa— pl^m  fctlMfed 
lar  km  him. 

I  MmU  iK>t  do  even  this  man  ah  ' 
gJUhtit^  he  has  done  me  great  wrong,  and  as 
Mt.  AmU  said  of  Alexander,  tbcreppfv-smith, 
«Im  had  doae  him  much  evil,  1  pray  God  to 
««ward  him  aocordiagio  hts  VbtlcR  I  know 
him  well.  Feeblsaess  of  jadpement,  and 
frigidity  of  temperament,  are  onginal  and  in- 
herent defecU  of  his  character.  Destitute  of 
liighw  aad  better  resoorces,  he  has  learned  to 


avail  himself  of  the  natural  weapons  of  the 
leelile  deceit  and  artifice.  Cunning  is  the 
go.l  of  his  idolatry  Notwithstanding  his 
speech  at  l.aCiosse.  he  boasted  in  the  begin 
uing  of  the  war,  that  be  had  taken  care  that 
the  South  should  strike  the  first  blow.  Ifr. 
lincoln.  I  believe,  really  wished  a  solution  of 
our  sectional  difTieulties  without  war;  bat, 
after  tile  nieetinu  of  the  Republican  Gover- 
nors ill  \Va^hi!1gioll.  his  policy  was  changed, 
the  rxpeil-t^ui  t  i  Charleston  fitted  out.  and 
the  .S')ulh  heedlessly  and  foolishly  rushed  into 
the  snare  set  by  Seward,  to  auke  them  strike 
the^rst  blow. 

When  th.»  first  gun  was  fired  at  Fort  Sump- 
ter  tie  r.'  was  not  a  disunionist  at  the  North 
whose  heart  lid  not  thrill  with  joy  1  beg 
not  to  !)e  in ! sun derstood.  1  do  not  cli,iit:e 
all  who  were  for  makine  war  on  the  .South 
disunionists.  Very  far  from  it.  I  embrace 
only  the  Radical  wing  of  the  abolition  party, 
from  whose  representative-men  I  have  quoted. 
During  the  progress  of  the  war  Lincoln 
yielded  to  the  Radical  element,  and  at  its 
eoMclii  -ion  that  element  v.as  in  lull  and  iincon 
trolled  possession  of  the  govornmi'iit,  and 
this  party  t«  now  on  trial  before  the  grand  in- 
quest of  the  nation.  The  leaders  are  seeking 
to  perpetuate  their  power  by  means.  whi<di,  if 
successful,  will  e.stnblish  ab.solnfisni  in  ten 
States,  in  a  form  so  frightful  that  the  heart 
of  the  patriot  instinctively  recoils  from  its 
colli. 'mplaiion.  They  have  treated  the  seces- 
<ioi!  States  as  conquered  provinces,  and  have 
undertaken  to  reconstruct  them  by  disfran- 
chising iht  while  pojiulation,  and  by  giving  \  lim 
the  supremacy  to  an  ignorant  and  half  <  i\  i  ;iiiil 
li/ed  race  of  "blacks,  who  have  just  emeral  d 
from  slavery  Tliey  are  opposed  to  the  union, 
uliicii  our  lathers  made,  of  equal  States. 
Their  platform — that  Gn  which  they  ask  the 
people  to  make  General  Grant  President — 
proclaims  that  the  people  of  all  the  other 
States  may  regulate  nejtro  sulTrage  as  to  them 
may  seem  fit.  but  as  to  the  poor  downtrodden 
Soiilli  II  shall  b«»  t.'ici-d  upon  tbem  Tlie_\ 
git  op' Illy  ill  the  caiiNuss  to  make  the  white 
popuiaiioit  vas.sals,  and  worse  than  serfs. 

The  p.-opie  »»f  the  North,  where  there  are 
couiparali vcly  but  few  blacks,  spurn  the  idea 
of  netrro  suflVage  and  negro  equality,  and 
have  deeideil  at;ainst  it  by  overwhelming 
niaj<»rit ics.  Can  it  be  that  ever}'  noble  and 
gemtous  emotion  can  be  so  stifled  by  par- 
tisan feeling,  in  the  bosom  of  those  opposed 
to  negro  suflVage  in  the  North,  as  to  allow 
them  to  force  it  on  the  South?  I  cannot.  I 
do  not  l>elievc  it.  I  have  yet  <-oiiHdence  in 
the  inmate  sense  of  justice,  the  magnanimity 
ami  iici  crosily  of  the  great  mass  of  the  pen 
pie  ot  the  North  .Ml  iw  to  ask  what  provi- 
sion ol  the  Conslitm  !•  !  ^  *  ingress  the 
right  to  treat  these  Slates  as  conquered  prov- 
inces 1  SneessioB  either  diosolved  the  ctiads 
of  I '  nion  with  these  States,  as  secessionists  con 
tended,  or  it  w  is  a  )>ulitical  heresy,  not  sane 
tioneil  by  ti  c  <  "iistitutioa,  and  in  \ioIatioM 
of  it-  Iriie  ijiii  il.  and  meaning  The  Slate-:, 
by  the  ael  ol  secession.  Wi  re  <'itlier  out  ot  t  lie 
I'nion,  or  the  net  was  a  mere  iinllity,  and 
absolutely  void.  The  Union  party  considered 
and  uniformly  treated  secession  as  a  nnllity. 
Mr.  Lincoln,  in  his  inangnral  address,  said : 
"It  follow.'*,  from  these  views,  that  no  Stale 
upon  its  own  mere  motion,  can  lawl'iilly  get 
out  of  the  I  llioll  .   tli:il  /'.>"/(•(  .s- :i  Inl  •.M///<(//e<.. 

to  Utat  efl'cct  are  legally  void.  Wlien  and 
how  did  they  get  out  of  the  Uaion  ?  Accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  the  whole  Union 
party,  secession  did  not  put  tbem  out.  Rer- 
ointion  certainly  did  not  put  tbem  out,  be- 
cause they  laid  down  their  arms  and  gave  up 
the  eau.s4-.  Cm  any  man  tell  me  how  thoy 
got  out  ? 

.\  Stale  cannot  commit  treason.  Its  citi- 
zens may  do  so  and  they  are  liable  to  be 
punished  by  law  for  their  crime.  The  beauty 
of  the  Federal  system  was,  that  the  General 
Ciovernnient  could  n<  t  against  any  individual 
of  a  Slate  for  an  infraction  ol"  its  laws,  iiut  i 


never  against  a  State  in  its  corporate  cliarac 
ter.  It  caji  neither  make  or  unmake  a  State. 
The  I'nion  theory  is.  that  a  Stnle  once  in  the 
I'nion,  while  its  individuality  is  always  rec- 
ognized, must  always  remain  part  and  parcel 
of  a  coram  or.  government.  If  individuals 
attempt  to  se\er  it<  tie  to  tli"'  (ieneral  (iov- 
ernnient  by  secession,  accompanici!  '.y  siu  li 
acts  of  violence  as  to  amount  t  >  i 
such  individuals  are  liable  to  the  puio.-b 
meat  which  the  law  may  inflict,  but  the  State 
continues  a  member  of  the  Union.  Every 
department  of  the  (Jovcrnmont  of  the  I'nited 
States,  during  and  .since  the  war,  has  recog- 
nized :.ihl  acted  on  this  principle.  Kvery 
•  ;•)•:'  i:i'  !.t  lijis  iiiiirormly  treated  them  as 
Siaii 1  lie  Constitution  authorizes  Con- 
gress to  provide  for  calling  for  the  militia  to 
execDte  the  laws  of  the  Uaioa.  suppress  in- 
surrections, and  repel  invasions.  After  the 
insurrection  is  suppressed  it  gives  no  power 
to  treat  tlie  State  or  States  where  ite.\isted  as 
1  (inqiicicd  proviiu  es  It  luny  try.  according 
to  the  tornu  of  the  Constitution,  and  upon 
conviction,  punish  those  engaged  in  insurrec- 
tion. Every  act  passed  during  the  war,  was 
for  the  suppression  of  rebellion  against,  and 
persistence  lo,  the  laws  ol  the  I  nited  Slates. 
No  act  is  to  be  found  for  the  conquest  of  the 
rebellious  State.~;  on  the  contrary,  by  the 
resolution  of  July,  Isnl,  Congress  declared, 
hy  an  almost  unanimous  vote,  that  the  war 
was  not  waged  for  any  purpose  of  conquest 
or  subjugation,  •  »  »  -  s: 
but  to  defend  and  maintain  the 
siipremaev  of  the  Constitution,  and  to  jire 
s  rve  the  I'liion  with  all  the  dignity,  equality, 
and  rights  of  the  several  States  unimpaired; 
and  that  as  soon  as  these  ohjects  are  aeooH- 
plished  the  war  ought  to  cease." 

In  lleeember.  l>-i"i"J.  Congrei^s  passed  an  act 
for  the  ailniis»ioii  of  tli"  Stale  of  '  Western 
X'irginia  Tbe  Constitution  contains  a  pro 
\i.vion  "  Tli:it  no  new  Stale  shall  !►<•  formed 
or  erected  within  the  juridiction  of  any  other 
State  "  *  without  the  consent  of 
such  State."  The  State  of  Western  Virginia, 
is  now  a  member  of  the  I'nion,  and  repre 
sented  in  Cfingress  rbe  act  of  admitting  lu-r 
recites,  that  "the  Legislature  of  N'irginia.  by 
an  act  pa--se.|  tlc'  ii'.ili  of  .May.  l-^i'.-,  did  trivc 
its  consent  tu  the  formation  of  a  new  State.' 
If  Virginia  was  not  then  in  the  Uaioa,  how 
could  snch  consent  be  given.  Is  not  this  a 
clear  and  e.xplieil  recognition  that  Virginia 
was  then  an  existinir  State,  and  legally  in  the 
I'nion,  nolwith-lHiiding  her  act  of  secession, 
,ind  llOtwitll.^talldillg  she  was  in  open  and  deli 
ant  reWllion  against  the  constituted  authority 
of  the  Cnited  Males.  If  she  was  in  the  Union 
during  the  period  of  bitterest  varfare,  did  tbe 
cessation  of  hootiiiliiaa,  whaa  her  fsoiile 
laid  down  their  aross  aad  milMiitted,  pat  aer 

out  ? 

Uuring  the  war  Congress,  in  imp  isingdirect 
taxes,  described  the  secession  Stales  as  ,s7rt/e.v, 
and  apportioned  la.vcs  among  ihein,  it  appor 
tioned  meuiltcrs  of  ('ongress  U>  them,  and  as- 
to  them  different  judicial  circuits.  It 
ited  lo  the  appointmeiU  of  numerous 
ofBcera  there  b^"  the  President,  nnrter  laws  ap 

Sicable  only  in  cases  where  Slati-s  e.vist. 
istrict  jndges,  luarsiiul.s,  and  district  attor- 
neys were  uppoi  tiled — some  during,  and  others 
after,  the  war — by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate.  Andrew  Johnson  con- 
tinued to  sit  as  Senator  long  after  the  war 
commenced,  and  he  was  made  Vice  President 
on  the  ticket  with  Lincoln,  and  is  now  the 
President  of  the  I'liited  States  Tennessee 
was  as  much  a  conquered  province  as  any  ol 
the  other  secession  States.  Her  electoral 
vote  was  counted  for  Lincoln  and  Johnson, 
yet  this  party  kept  her  out  of  tbe  Union  until 
negro  suffrage  was  establLshed.  the  I4th 
aOMndment  adopted,  and  a  horrid  despotism 
was  firmly  fixed  over  that  devoted  land. 

1  need  not  multiply  instances  of  Congres- 
sional recognition  of  these  States  as  States  of 
the  Union.  As  to  the  Executive  Department 
it  is  too  well  known  that  the  President  has 
uaitormly  recognized  them  as  States,  to  re- 
quire any  reference  to  his  action  on  this  sub- 
ject 'I'be  Supreme  Cinirt  has  done  the  same 
thing  in  a  larg.-  tiunii»er  ot  instances.  It  as- 
signed Judges  to  the  Southern  circuits.  It 
beard  and  decided  cases  from  the  .Southern 
districts.  The  District  Court  at  Key  West, 
Florida,  continued  in  discharge  of  its  dnties 
doffhg  the  whole  period  of  the  war.  It  has 
haatd  cauaes  brought  op  frdm  some  of  these 
Males  siaee  the  war,  without  objecting  that 
they  were  not  States  in  the  I'nion.  United 
States  District  Judges  have  held  courts  under 
the  judiciary  act  of  1 789,  in  all  of  these  States. 
'Chief  Jttstioe  Chase  has  Jteid  courts  ia  Vir- 
giaia  and  Vorth  Carolina.  The  case  of  Jeffer- 
son Davis  is  peading  in  tbe  Virginia  Circuit

States  in  tlu?  lUion,  and  never  at  anytime 
out.  is  so  overwhelming  that  1  am  told  this 
position  is  conceded  by  at  least  some  of  the 
leaders  of  the  small  Radical  element  ia  Ken- 
tucky, and  the  Action  of  Congress  justified  on 
tbe  ground  that  there  were  n  >  Slate  govern- 
ment.9  in  tbe  secession  States.  If  this  were 
so,  still  this  would  not  confer  power  on  Con- 
gress lo  extend  the  elective  franchise  It  is 
old-fashioned,  perhaps,  to  say  it,  but  in  the 
better  days  of  the  trepublic  it  was  understood 
that  by  an  express  provision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, all  powers  not  delegated  were  reserved 
to  the  States  or  to  the  people.  But  there  were 
State  governments  in  all  thp  sec-  saion  States, 
recognized  by  every  department  of  the  Fed- 
eral government,  fully  and  completely  organ- 
ized, and  exercising  all  the  fhnetions  of  the 
other  State  governments.  If  this  were  not  so 
how  could  these  States  have  consented  to  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
Stales  ?  How  could  the  ratification  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  be  made  if 
there  were  no  organized  .Slate  government  to 
make  it?  These  leaders  assume,  as  the 
basis  of  their  argument,  what  is  in  point  of 
fact  untrue. 

Hut  I  will  not  tire  you  by  pursuing  this  ar- 
gument further  I  am  pursuadei]  that  1  have 
made  it  clear,  that  all  I  he  depart  ineiits  of  the 
(lovernmcnt  of  the  rnited  Stales  have  recog- 
nized these  States  both  during  and  since  the 
war,  as  States  in  the  T^nion,  forming  at  all 
an  inteirral  portion  of  lb"  I'liited  States, 
■  )iiseqiientl3' eiit  it  led  lo  t  he  power.s  and 
pi  iviieges  of  the  other  .Stales.  Hut  this  revo- 
luti. diary  party,  with  its  original  disunion 
proclivities,  professing  many  of  them  to  act 
outside  of  the  Constitution,  and  in  open  defi- 
ance of  its  plainest  import  and  meaning,  dis- 
avow their  former  opinions  and  acts,  and  in- 
stead of  treating  them  as  States  in  the  Uunion, 
by  an  unparalleled  usurp ition  have  establish 
ed  a  iiiilitai  v  i!espoti~iii  over  thciii,  and  at 
templed  to  destroy  their  State  (jovernments, 
and  establish  others,  by  prescribing  the  qual- 
ifications of  voters,  and  extending  the  elect- 
ive franchise  to  an  ignorant  and  half  civilized 
race.  If  thej'  were  Slates  in  the  Union,  as  so 
repeatedly  treated  by  all  the  departments  of 
the  (o.vcriinicnt,  wli.it  more  diabolical  usnr 
pation  than  the  attempt,  by  ('ongress  to  ex- 
tend suffrage  to  the  black  race  ?  If  Congress 
have  the  right  to  give  tu  the  negroes  of  tbe 
.South  the  elective  franchise,  what  prevents 
them  doing  the  same  thing  in  every  other 
Slate  of  the  I'liion''  Can  any  I'nion  man  who 
I  rcjiudiatev  s<  i  c<-';on,  or  the  power  of  Stale 
lo  withdraw  from  the  I'nion  show  me  tfie  dif- 
ference '  Yi-\,  in  their  platform  unblashingly 
proclained  to  the  world,  they  claiiu  the  pow- 
er to  extend  the  right  of  suffrage  to  the  ne- 
groes of  the  South,  but  concede  the  Constitu- 
tional rights  of  all  the  other  States  to  decide 
upon  that  question  for  themselves,  and  this 
in  the  face  of  their  solemn  deidarationa,  that 
the  object  of  the  War  "was  to  maintain  the 
sujn-eitiari/  of  the  C-onstitutioii,  and  to  preset  ve 
the  Union  with  all  the  dignity,  eqaaUty,  and 
rights  of  the  several  States  unimpaired"  As 
early  as  Decemlier,  IRC!I,  Mr.  Unetrfn  adopted 
a  |i  .III  for  the  restoration  of  the  seceeded 
Slate  ,  by  allowing  one  tenth  of  the  old  vot- 
er-. bein<,Z  loyal,  t'l  i  \en  isi'  the  p()Wer  of  re 
organ i/.ati<)n.  He  afterwards  allowed  all  loy- 
al men,  who  had  takaa  the  aMaaa^oath,  aad 
were  voters  under  tlie  State  Coontitation,  to 
elect  delegates  to  a  State  Convention,  to 
amend  and  alter  their  Slate  Constitutions 
Lousiana  and  .\rkansas  acted  upon  this  plan; 
aiiieiidcd  llieir  c  inslilutloiiH  ;  n  puilialed  .se 
cession  ;  abolished  slavery,  and  elected  Sena- 
tors and  memben  of  0)ngress.  Two  members 
from  liousiana  were  admitted  and  voted  for 
speakers. 

After  the  sad  and  horrid  assassination  of 

Lincoln,  .Andrew  .lohnsoii  became  President, 
iud  adojited  the  )ilan  of  resloraton  of  his  pre 


dece.sser.  i'his  Radical  party,  however, 
thwarted  every  patriotic  moveraet  made  by 
him :  refused  to  admit  Senators  or  members 
from  any  secession  State,  and  commenced  a 
most  disgraceful  warfare  upon  the  ackhowl- 
edged  power  conferred  by  the  Constitution  up- 
on tbe  lixeculivc  liraiicli  of  the  government, 
wliicli  fiilini natf d  in  an  atlrtnpt  to  impeach 
tl!  -  I'roiileiit  for  lii;:li  i  riiucs  and  iiiisdeinean- 
ors,  for  the  boiii-st  and  l.iilhtiil  discharge  of 
his  Constitutional  duty. 

From  the  close  of  the  war,  while  throwing 
every  possible  obstmclioii  in  the  way  of  resto- 
ration, Congress  itself  did  nothing  until  March 
!{d,  IxCil,  when  the  first  famous  reconstruction 
act  was  passed,  soon  followed  by  two  others  to 
make  the  first  more  effective.  The  leaders  at 
last  made  up  their  minds  to  overleap  all  con- 
ttitotio&ial  barriers,  and  to  attaia  their  wicked 
end,  regardless  of  its  plainest  mandates.  They 
could  only  make  the  secession  States  Radical 
by  allowing  the  negroes  to  vote,  controlled  and 
intliiciiced  by  the  F'rsednian  s  Hureau.  and  a 
host  of  adventurers— -the  mere  scavengers  of 
Radicalism,  who  have  earned  tbe  cognomen  of 
carget-baggers  and  scallawags — who  traversed 
the  country  sstshlishiig  u^'  tatt^m  to 
e  black  raee  ia  MMttKCi 


array  the  blaek  raee  in  iMMttKCy  against  the 

whites. 

At  the  conelusion  of  the  war  there  never 
was  u  people  who  had  been  engaged  in  so  bit- 
ter a  contest,  if  bo  so  readily  yielded  to  the  sit- 
uation. Tbey  promptly  l4id  down  their  arms 
everywhere,  took  the  required  amnesty  oath, 
and  determined  with  honor  an  fidelity  to  ad- 
hear  to  the  Union  They  were  required  to 
iibori>li  slavery  aii  i  uiiboul  liesualion  its 
abolition  was  guaranteed  by  Cuustitutional 
saaetioa  in  every  Stale.  Hmj  ^ve  mjf  three 
thousaad  miltiona  of  dollars — 4he  etttatated 
value  of  lb'-  slaves  witboui  agMMRora  mur- 
mur. Tli'  V  Ih'Iic  .  cil  tliut  the  war  was  prose- 
cuted for  thai  end,  and  they  yielded  with  man- 
ly grace  to  the  result.  They  w:re  required  to 
ratify  the  li'.th  amendment  to  the  Con.stiiution 
of  the  I'nited  States,  abplifhii^t  tlaMiy.  fad 
it  was  promptly  done.  *  "niey  renounced  se 
cession  and  claimed  to  be  integral  parts  of 
tlie  I  nited  States  Stulf.'i  in  the  Union  with 
equai  rigbt-^,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  im 
posed  by  tbe  Federal  compact  Tbey  were 
met  by  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Radicals  to 
allow  them  representation,  with  an  onorous 
tax  of  three  cents  per  pound  on  cotton,  nearly 
their  only  agricultural  product,  equal  to  more 
than  ten  dollars  an  acre  tax  upon  each  acre 
planted  in  cotton  It  is  true  that  this  lax  has 
beeiisini  c  taken  off,  but  they  a:e  otherwise 
heavily  taxed  without  representation,  in  viola 
tion  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Ameri 
can  liberty.  Under  Radical  legislation,  their 
land,once  worth  from  $7.'i  to  $100  per  acre,  has 
sunk  in  value  to  $5  or  per  acre,  and  if  negro 
Riipreniacy  is  establisned  it  will  not  be  worth 
as  many  i  cuts  an  acre. 

Ouring  tbe  past  twoyears  the  people  everj'- 
where,  in  the  portion  of  the  South  with  which 
I  am  acquainted,  have  sunk  money  in  attempt- 
ing to  raise  cotton  with  tbe  exborbitant  tax 
then  imposed  upon  it.  and  at  this  time  a  poor- 
er or  more  destitute  race  of  people  cannot  be 
found  within  the  broad  limits  of  this  nation. 
Talk  of  confiscation  !  Their  property  has  al- 
ready been  virtually  confiscated  I  know  of 
one  county,  and  I  doubt  not  there  arc  many 
others,  where  more  than  half  the  land  of  the 
county  has  been  sold  for  taxes.  The  Radicls 
may  say  that  they  were  rebels  and  traitors, 
and  deserved  their  fate;  but  in  this  county 
there  was  a  majority  of  original  Union  men 
who  voted  against  scessioii 

Mr.  Lincoln,  in  one  bis  of  messages,  says 
that  there  was  a  m^erity  of  Uaioa  mea  in 
every  Southern  Stale  except  South  Corolina. 
Whether  this  be  so  or  not,  to  the  extant  claim- 
ed brhim,  itiscM||^|9|W^«^erf  «M 
a  large  niinorit/ WPOfrittfOr  U|*  Untoa.  Yet 
thev  are  all  alife  «i«M>'«a  MMMltwi  heal  of 
despotism. 

Ix>ng  after  the  proclaatation  of  the  Presi- 
dent, that  the  war  was  at  an  end,  and  peace 
restored  ;  when  State  govern  menta  were  or- 
ganized, and  in  full  and  peaceful  operation, 
and  all  the  laws  of  -  the  I  nited  Slates  recog 
iii/.ed  and  obeyed  without  any  civil  commo- 
tion, or  any  despotism  to  evade  or  violate  any 
law  of  the  land,  a  military  despotism  was  es- 
tablished over  thsee  States ;  their  States  |<fv- 
er  n  menta  overtaraedt  Mri  «l|«rlj  Aamatded; 
the  judges  elected  or  appoimed  aadar  the 
State  Constitutions,  in  many  cases,  removed 
by  the  commanding  fleneral  and  military 
judges  appointed  in  their  place;  sheriffs  and 
clerits,  whenever  their  places  were  desired  by 
carpet-b^gers,  removed  to  make  room  for 
tham,  aaaevery  other  petty  office  seized  upon 
by  the  vermin  sent  there  to  eat  into  the  vitals 
of  the  people  of  the  South.  The  military 
<  ouimaiider.s  were  clothed  with  power  far  be- 
yond wliat  ;^  v<  stc.l  in  or  cuild  be  exercised 


with   impunity,  by  any  constitutional  mon- 
arch of  Kurope. 

We  have  all  had  occasion  to  refer  with 
pride  to  those  gu.aj-antee.s  of  civil  liberty  ten 
tained  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
whieh  were  originally  extorted  from  an  Eng- 
lish monarch,  and  have  come  down  to  us  pur- 
ified by  the  baptism  of  blood.  Freedom  of 
speech  and  the  press  :  the  right  of  the  accused 
to  a  speedy-  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial 
jury,  U)  be  in  formed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of 
the  accusation,  and  the  prohibition  t  suspend 
the  write  of  Aabetu  corpti.4,  except  in  case  of 
rebellion  or  invasion,  are  among  the  guaran- 
tees intended  to  secure  American  liberty.  In 
the  States  under  military  government  they 
have  all  been  disregarded,  and  trampled 
under  foot  For  the  truth  of  this  assertion,  I 
need  only  refer  you  to  the  case  of  Col.  Mc- 
Cardle,  tbe  editor  of  a  leading  Vicksbni^  pa- 
per, who,  for  daring  to  express  his  opinions 
fraely  and  boldly,  was  seized  by  Gen.  Ord, 
and  thrown  into  prison,  without  warrant,  upon 
a  mere  military  order;  a  public  trial  by  jury 
denied  him,  and  the  nature  and  cause  of  the 
accu.sation  against  him  neveryet  made  known. 
He  was  carried,  in  time,  before  the  District 
Judge  of  the  United  States  by  habeas  corpus, 
who  decided  that  the  military  commander 
was  supreme  as  to  this  matter,  and  that  he 
could  not  revise  his  action  The  case  was 
taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  ot  the  I  nited 
States,  and  it  seems  to  have  bet>n  generally 
understood  that  it  was  about  to  decide  the  re- 
construction laws  nnconst'tnfional,  when  an 
act  was  hurriedly  jiassed  by  Congress  to  take 
away  from  tin'  couri  jurisiliction  in  reference 
to  the  matter.  .McCardle  s  case  could  not  be 
revised  by  the  bigest  ti  ibiiiial  of  this  Nation. 
In  all  the  dark  annals  of  tyranny  and  usurpa- 
tion there  it  nothing  in  my  judgement,  to  be 
found  more  infamous  than  this  act  ot 
Congress.  I  have  always  been  taught  to  be- 
liev(>  that  tiie  enil  of  all  good  government  was 
to  secure,  upon  an  impregnable  foundation, 
the  liberty  of  the  humblest  individual  in  the 
land;  yet  this  revolutionary  ('ongress  inter- 
posed in  a  ease  where  an  i  ndi  vidual  was  assert- 
ing his  personal  liberty,  and  denied  him  a 
decision  oa  his  ease.  1  do  not  know  how  it 
may  appear  to  others,  bat  to  me  it  ia  horri- 
ble. 

I  have  alwaj's  looked  with  adniiratioii  iijioii 
the  constituional  guarantees  of  individual  lib- 
erty. I  have  delighted  to  trace  their  geae- 
alogy  to  that  magna  charter  which  was  extor- 
ted, by  the  Haroiis  of  England,  from  a  reluc 
tant  monarch.  In  my  waiicleriiig.s  as  an  exile 
in  a  foreiiin  land,  when  I  stood  on  tbe  plains 
of  Kiiiinemede,  and  looked  upon  the  oak  umler 
whose  wide  spre.iding  branches  the  great 
charter  was  signed,  every  feeling  of  my  heart 
did  homage  to  the  sturdy  Barons  who  contend- 
ed so  heroically  for  the  rights  oTman.  There 
the  Thames  is  a  small  but  deep  stream,  flow- 
ing as  placidly  as  it  did  six  centuries  ago,  not 
an  unapt  symbol  ot  that  liberty  whose 
foundations  were  so  deeply  laid  on  its  margin, 
and  which  like  it,  was  destined,  in  its  onward 
course,  to  swell  into  a  mighty  volume.  But 
if  the  political  libertinism  of  this  revolution- 
ary parly  shall  be  sustained  by  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  it  will  show  lo  the  world 
that  tbe  pretended  votaries  of  universal  free 
doni  are  those  who  can  inflict  the  most  deadly 
blows  to  liberl}'.  If  any  one  tiling  is  clearly 
'established  by  the  history  of  the  party  now  in 
power  it  is,  that  liberty,  which  hs«  ita  onlv  se- 
curity in  an  official  oath,  rests  on  a  basis  which 
can  never  stand  the  storm  of  popular  excite- 
ment or  of  corrupt  party  influence.  It  is  the 
frailest  and  most  unstable  foundation  on 
which  it  c.ui  rc.-;t  Till  t  I'l  rcctiM-  i.>  with  tlu^ 
people.  If  true  to  themselve.')  they  have  the 
reoMt^  in  their  own  hands.  Bet  them  wateh 
with  nntiriiu:  vigilance  every  encroaehmeat 
made  upon  tlie  liberty  of  any  one  eitiiea,  and 
regardless  of  all  past  party  attnities,  r^mke 
it  as  become  freemen. 

liut  if  the  picture  I  have  drawn  of  the  niili 
tary  despotism  placed  over  the  .South  be  dark 
and  gloomy,  the  negro  despotism  attempted 
to  be  established  there  is  still  more  revolting. 
The  reeonslruetion  acts  passed  by  Congress 
were  so  framed  as  to  exclude  from  voting  and 
office  nearly  all  the  old  resident  population, 
and  the  elective  franchise  and  right  to  hold 
office  conferred  iij'on  nc:.:roes  and  carpot- 
bagti'  1 -"  w.'li  tl:'-  r!^!,t  I'l  •>•''.[■  wiierever  they 
may  be  at  tile  time.  The  loiiventions  have 
been  largely  filled  with  negroes,  who  weri^  bat 
recently  slaves.  The  law  required  the  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  registered  voters  to  adopt 
the  Constitution.  That  of  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama was  rejected  by  not  receiving  a  majority 
of  the  registered  votes.  Vet  this  Stale  was 
admitted  by  (.'ongress  with  its  rejected  Con- 
stitution, and  is  claimed  to  be  a  maMher  of 
the  Union,  as  the  Democracy  claim  it  sJways 
was.  They  d.-ny,  however,  tha  vaMdi^  of 
any  Ccnsiinitioii  thus  roiide.  It  ia  aat  the 
C()iislltiit ion  ot  .Mabama. 

in  (*rder  to  perpetuate  Radical  ascendency 
and  negro  supremacy,  the  Convention  appor- 
tioned representation  upon  the  basis  of  lifty- 
nine  counties  in  the  State,  omitting  altogether 
three  of  tbe  counties ;  and  in  the  thirty. five 
counties  where  the  whites  preponderate  in  the 
ratio  of  nearly  two  to  one  over  the  blacks, 
they  gave  thirty-five  representatives,  while  in 
the  remaining  twenty-four  counties,  where 
the  bUdcs  have  largely  the  ascendency,  they 
have  pven  sixty-five  representatives.  The 
aggregate  population  in  the  thirty-five  coun- 
ties is  3'.M  lit,  and  in  tbet»enty-foar  flOBBlies 
."iHO.TIT.  showing  that  the  back  counties  have 
five  more  than  they  are  entiled  to  from  popu 
lation,  and  the  white  counties  live  less.  These, 
and  other  enormities  which  I  cannot  stop  to 
detail,  induced  the  people,  acting  under  the 
recoiistruclion  Inwj.  to  reject  this  Constitu- 
tion 'l  et  this  CcJiigre.ss  says  that  they  shall 
live  under  it.  Did  the  people  -the  registered 
voters  of  ,\labama,  those  acknowledged  by 
Congress  to  be  ioyal^make  this  ( -onstitution 
or  did  Congress  make  it? 

But  bad  as  this  ia,  the  Constitution  of  Ar- 
kansas excels  it.  It  gives  the  hallot-box  to 
negroes.  Voters  are  required  to  twear  that 
they  have  never  given  aid  to  aeccession  in 
any  State,  although  they  may  have  been  par- 
doned and  restored  to  citizenship,  and  that 
they  accept,  for  all  time,  the  aoeiaJ  aad  politi- 
cal equality  of  tbe  white  and  black  racf  s ;  and 
to  cap  the  climax,  it  disfranchises  all  persons 
who  shall  vote  against  the  new  Constitution. 
The  history  of  all  the  political  struggles  of 
the  world  can  show  nothing  like  this.  It  was 
rejected  by  a  fair  vote  of  the  State,  but  tbe 
polls  were  kept  open  for  seventeen  days, and 
the  negroes  were  required  to  vate  again  ;  and 
in  the  counties  of  Pula8hiaB4  Jefferson,  thou- 
sands of  votes  were  given  beywid  the  number 
registered.  The  facts  are  reported  by  tieneral 
(lillen,  3'et  that  Constitution  has  In  i-u  foiced 
upon  the  people  of  Arkansas,  wfiich  disfran- 
chises a  majority  of  its  loyal  citizens  for  hav- 
ing voted  against  it.  Caa  any  one,  looking 
at  these  enormities,  say  that  the  Radical  par- 
ty ia  not  a  revolutionary  party  ? 

And  now,  with  these  outrages  starring  us  in 
the  face,  they  pretend  that  the  admission  of 
these  States,  with  such  Constitutions  as  1  have 
described,  is  an  accomplished  fact,  and  that 
no  matter  to  what  extent  the  Federal  Consti- 
tntion,  BMj  have  been  violated,  it  is  revolu- 
tioaarj  to  attempt  to  restore  the  people  to 
their  rights.  If  these  States  were  never  out 
of  the  Union,  according  to  the  Union  tl»eory, 
the  establishment,  by  Congress,  of  military 
governments  over  tbem,  and  the  extension  of 
the  elective  franchise  to  the  blacks,  was  a 
gross  and  palpable  usurpation,  and  in  direct 
oonflict  with  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  if 
the  Deople  of  the  United  .States  shall,  by  an 
unequivocal  majority  so  decide,  the  recon- 
struction laws  of  (\ingrefis  ought  to  be  declared 
a  nullity  ns  violations  of  the  Constitution,  and 
absolutely  void.  There  is  no  revolatiop  ia 
this.  There  is  a  peaceful  remedy  for  every 
violation  of  the  Constitution.  General  Blair  s 
letter,  when  candidly  construed,  means  this 
and  nothing  more,  and  nothing  but  the  zeal 
inspired  by  partisan  feeling  can  make  more 
out  of  it.  The  peopb'  of  the  South  are  the 
very  last  within  the  broad  limits  ol  this  Union 


to  propitiate  the  North.  They  consider  it 
degradation  and  base  vassalage  to  be  forced, 

in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  to  submit  to 
nejzro  supremacy.  No  man  who  is  a  states- 
man or  true  patriot  would  perpetuate  feelings, 
growing  out  of  past  relations. by  such  injustice 
and  oppression  It  is  the  part  of  wise  states- 
manship to  strengthen  the  ties  by  whieh  we 
are  b mud  toiiether.  in  the  language  of  Mr 
Webster,  by  the  lilken  cords  of  mutual,  fra- 
ternal, and  patriotic  aft'ection."  The  mission 
of  the  Democracy  is  to  restore  the  Union,  and 
not  to  reconstruct  it ;  to  restore  it  "withal! 
dignity,  equality,  and  right.i  of  the  .several 
States  iiiii  mpp.ired  ' 

I  know  that  wc  have  fearful  odds  to  contend 
against  Tli?  Radici!  party,  drunk  with  the 
excess  of  power,  have  shown  such  a  total  dis- 
regard of  all  the  restraiatsof  the  Constitution 
that  there  is  no  telling  what  desperate  expedi- 
ents they  will  not  resort  to  to  achieve  success. 
Already  the  order  seems  to  have  gone  forth, 
that  the  carpet-bag  legislatures  in  the  recently 
reconstructed  States  shall  choose  electors  of 
l're>ident  and  Vice  President,  instead  of  sub 
milting  the  (question,  as  everywhere  else,  to 
the  people.  I'hey  are  afraid  of  their  own 
registered  vote  in  the  States  they  have  recon- 
structed. They  have  reason  to  be  afraid  of 
the  people  everywhere  They  have  disfran- 
chised th.e  States  of  \  irginia,  .Mississippi,  and 
Ti  xas,  and  excluded  tbem  from  the  eb  ctoral 
college,  and  have  introduced  a  bill,  which 
will  doubtless  become  a  law.  making  il  a 
highly*penal  ofl'en.se  for  the  loyal  people  of 
these  States  to  at.amat  to  vote,  the  punish- 
ment lo  be  inflicted  by  summary  military 
trials. 

They  have  taken  the  military  power  from 
the  President,  and  after  vesting  it  in  the  hands 
of  Ge:i  Grant,  and  making  him  military  dicta 
tor  of  the  South,  they  have  made  him  their 
candidate  for  President.  I  have  nothing  to 
say  against  him  personally.  He  declares  that 
he  has  no  policy  of  his  own  ;  but  he  has  thrown 
himself  into  the  hands  ofbad  and  wicked  men 
whose  ruinous  and  corrupt  policy  be  must 
carry  out.  I  believe  that  an  overwheliuing 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  I  nited  States  is 
opposed  to  this  Radical  policy,  and  that  they 
will  give  it  their  withering  rebuke.

TttetireHteMt  Taxed  4  uuntry  in  the  World. 

If  the  tenip.  r  of  a  peop'e  is  to  be  judged  by 
their  patient  endurance  of  enormous  taxation, 
the  people  of  tbe  linited  States  are  the  best 
tempered  in  the  world,  for  they  certainly  are 
taxed  more  heavily  than  any  other  people  and 
make  less  noise  about  it.  We  have  estimated 
that  taxation  tjy  the  Federal  government 
alone  independent  of  the  State,  county  and 
municipal  taxes  amount  to  fully  fourteen  dol- 
lars a  head  -  man.  wMman  ami  child  for  the 
whole  population.  Take  the  case  of  a  labor- 
ing Btan  with  a  fitmily  of  five  or  six  children, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  he  pays  aboat  a  han- 
dred  dollars  a  year,  which,  on  an  average, 
would  be  a  seventh  or  eighth  of  his  earnings. 
Ye.s'  the  whole  working  population  pay  in  one 
way  or  another  this  enormous  and  propor- 
tionate amount  of  their  hard  earned  money. 
Nearly  one  day's  labor  out  of  the  week  the 
year  round  goes  to  the  support  of  the  Federal 
government  The  local  taxes  imposed  by  the 
States,  counties  and  municipalities  amount, 
probably,  to  nearh'  as  much,  for  In  the  end, 
directly  or  iiidircrily,  l.i.\a;iou  rouics  out 
of  labor.  Why  iu  the  city  of  New  York  we 
are  taxed  over  twenty  three  ■Hliaaaa  jmt — 
as  much  as  was  raised  aad  eajpeaded  by  the 
United  States  gofni— t  Autf  yean  aco. 
But  it  is  the  Federal  goveiVBieBt  we  speak  of 
particularly  now. 

The  income  of  the  general  government  last 
year,  reckouing  from  June  30,  18t'>7,  to  Juno 
30,  18C8,  was  over  four  hundred  and  si.xty 
millions.  This,  too,  in  time  of  peace,  and 
three  yean  after  the  war  was  closed.  If  we 
take  the  British  government,  the  most  e.Ypen 
sive  of  any  in  the  world,  and  which  has  a 
miu-h  larger  ilel,t  than  any  other,  by  way  of 
comp.irison,  we  shall  see  that  our  national 
revenue  and  taxes  exceed  those  of  Great 
Britain.  The  total  revenue  of  England  from 
all  sources  rarely  reach  eighty  millions  sterl- 
ings, or  four  hundred  millions  of  dollars. 
This  is  sixty  millions  leas  than  ours,  notwith- 
standing the  debt  is  about  double  the  amount 
of  the  interest-bearing  debt  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  English  have  besides  to  sup- 
port a  costly  royal  establishment,  an  expen- 
sive army  and  navy  and  the  vast  machinery 
of  government  over  colonies  and  territories 
covering  a  fifth  of  the  habitable  globe.  We 
might  make  a  comparison  with  the  other 
great  nations  and  empires  of  the  world  and 
show  a  still  greater  difference  in  the  cost  of 
government  between  them  and  this  country  ; 
But  Eagland  is  the  most  ooetly  aad  more  to 
the  point  Yes,  our  republican  government 
taxe<  the  people  sixty  millions  a  year  more 
in  time  of  peace  than  the  monarchical  aud 
expensive  government  of  Great  Britain  dues 
the  British. 

Congress  made  a  pretext  of  taking  off  some 
of  these  taxes  during  the  last  session.  It  was 
estimated  they  would  be  reduced  a  hunnred 
millions  or  so;  but  in  fact  tlie  reduction  was 
made  to  favor  a  few  manutactun  i  ^  and  to  in- 
crease still  more  their  profits  and  wealth. 
The  people  will  scarcely  feel  the  change,  if 
at  all.  Their  burdens  will  remain  as  heavy 
as  ever,  or  aearly  sa  8hiftiBg  the  weight  of 
taxation  from  a  few  rather  increases  it  upon 
the  many  The  trouble  lies  in  the  enormous 
expenditures  of  the  government  and  in  the 
extravagant  appropriations  of  Congress. 
These  are  fast  eating  up  the  surplus  money 
Mr.  McCulloch  bad  in  the  Treasury,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  iaeal  year  we  may  look  for  a 
deficiency.  Nothing  caa  be  done  to  relieve 
the  country  of  the  oveirwhelming  taxation 
that  bears  upon  it  till  ^  xatam  to  eoveANig 
like  the  economy  of  former  years.  There  is 
no  hope  of  this  till  a  wiser,  a  more  honest 
and  an  economical  Congress  shall  be  elected, 
and  till  the  administration  of  the  aattonal 
finances  be  placed  in  abler  haada.  To  this 
the  people  should  turn  their  attention  and  see 
that  in  the  coming  elections  these  old,  cor- 
rupt and  incapable  Congressmea  be  left  at 
home  and  a  belter  and  more  compst— t  set  ti 
men  be  returned  iu  their  place.

Holden's  policy  is  telling.  On  Tuesday 
night,  Wilmingington  came  very  near  being 
tbe  scene  of  a  bloody  riot.  It  seems  that  i.he 
Democratic  Club  were  in  session  at  their  club- 
room  perfect:  ng  their  arraiig'^raenls  previous 
to  the  departure  of  the  delegation  to  the  Ral- 
eigh Convention.  A  beautiful  traaaparcnry, 
inten  j-7d  to  be  taken  with  them,  was  in  front 
of  the  hall,  and  excited  the  ire  of  some  of  the 
i  -rr  i  s  of  the  Radical  party.  At  the  conclu- 
s  (11  ot"  the  meeting,  under  the  escort  of  a 
sin  ili  number  oi  gentlemen,  this  transparency 
was  moved  off  lor  th*  railroad,  but  had  not 
proceeded  far  before  those  with  it  were  be^et 
by  a  dense  throng  of  negro  men  and  boys,  and 
a  shower  of  stones  was  launched  at  theia,  by 
which  two  gentlemen  of  the  party  were  seri- 
ously injured  The  escort  kept  on  steadily, 
until  at  length  the  assault  was  rendered  too 
severe  for  endurance,  when  they  gained  the 
shelter  of  a  house. 

The  negroes  still  eoatiawing  to  pretM  upon 
them,  a  pistol  was  discharged  in  th*  air 
above  them  by  one  of  those  present,  and  the 
desired  effect  was  produi  ed ;  the  as.sailants 
were  dispersed,  niiinliers  of  them  taking  lo 
their  heels.  The  transparency  was  then  car- 
ried^to  the  depot,  the  persons  who  had  accom- 
panied it  dispersed,  thinking  the  disorderly 
proceeding  of  the  evening  had  tenainated  ; 
such,  however,  was  not  the  case.  About  half- 
past  iiiiie  o'clock  some  thirty  negroes  march- 
ed quickly  to  the  depot,  suppo-iiig  that  a  bur 
ried  charge  might  result  in  the  capture  of  the 
transparencies,  but  Mr.  Lyheh,  the  railroad 
watchman,  had  locked  the  gales,  extinguish 
ed  the  lighU  and  made  other  arrangements 
to  protect  the  property  intra  sled  to  his  care. 
So  the  party  retired  after  some  fruitless  en- 
ileavors  to  force  an  entrance.  .Several  gentle 
men,  however,  hearing  of  this,  hastened  to 
the  depot,  where  they  resolved  to  remain  un- 
til the  riot  should  have  subsided. 

At  lO.  l'i  P.  M.,  another  and  more  numerous 
body  of  negroes,  singing  loudlj'  and  cheering 
vocilerousl}',  approached  the  depot,  and  find- 
ing that  it  Would  be  impossible  to  olitain  pos- 
session of  the  transparencies,  undertook  to 
destroy  them  by  rocking  the  shed  under  which 
they  hak  been  deposited.  In  this,  however, 
they  also  failed,  and  it  beoMui^  kaown  that 
the  citizens  had  submitted  as  far  as  they  in- 
tended t(\  and  were  preparing  lo  preserve  the 
peace  of  the  city  at  all  ha/.ards,  th*  dis- 
persed During  a  ])orlion  of  the  till  e  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  was  on  the  ground,  hut 
took  no  :iteps  to  control  the  riotors  -his  party 
friends. 

During  the  whole  time  the  citiaem  exer- 
cised the  most  commendable  forbearance,  and 
only  as  a  la~r  r.  s  ,rr  to  protect  their  lives  and 
property  did  they  begin  to  turn  out  in  force 
and  arm  themselves.    "  Let  us  have  peace."

Whilst  the  pert'ormance  was  going  on  a  aaa- 
oer  of  boy=»  who  were  in  the  pit  stood  apo» 
the  b-nohe-.  and  to  save  themselves  from 
falling,  they  laid  bold  of  a  gas  pendant  The 
weight  upon  the  pendant  moved  it  from  ita 
place,  and  led  to  an  escape  of  gas.  So  sooa 
as  the  smell  of  the  gas  spread,  the  cry  of 
'■fire'  was  raised.  A  panic  then  seized 
upon  the  audience  and  a  simultaneous  rush 
was  made  to  the  3tairca.se,  which  gave  way, 
and  u  number  of  persons  were  precipitated  to 
the  stone  floor  at  the  bottom.  No  fewer  thaa 
twenty  five  were  taken  np  dead.  They  wera 
ntioslly  young  men,  appar,nrly  factory  opera- 
tives. A  number  more  w.  r.-  ,i  ji;r.  d  consid- 
erably, and  thirteen  were  carried  to  the  tt^jal 
Infirmary.

Laroasvsr,  Pa.,  August  17. 
Kver  since  Friday,  as  the  dKspaleh  of  the 
Associated  Press  relates,  the  body  of  Thad- 
dens  Steveas  has  been  lying  in  state  in  the 
house  which  the  living  Thaddeas  Stevens  oc- 
cupied for  many  years,  and  to-day  was  taken 
thence  and  lowered  into  a  grave  in  a  small 
cemetery  called  the  "  Concord."  This  di.-ipo- 
sitioii  was  mad''  of  it  rather  than  an  inter- 
ment in  the  larger  burial  ground  of  tlie  dty. 
in  obedience  to  his  own  wish  e>:prr~-  1  In: 
ago,  and  founded  on  the  fact  that  tlo^  i  i  ui.iiiis 
of  negroes  were  not  allowed  to  be  iutcrrnl  in 
the  lai^isr.  The  hoose  in  which  he  lived  here 
eoataias  little  that  is  ^araetariatie  of  the 
man.  According  to  a  fitfhion  which  is  qoite 
prevalent  here,  even  with  men  of  families,  the 
lower  part  was  set  apart  fbrhls  law  office,  and 
it  was  in  the  upper  part  of  it  that  he  enjoyed  or 
underwent  what  of  private  joys  ami  griefs  fell 
to  him.  The  house  is  a  wide  brick  one,  to 
which  the  string  course  between  the  ^tories, 
the  overhanging  eaves,  and  the  protruding 
dormer  windows  give  apicture.squeness  which 
it  shares  with  nearly  all  ite  neighbors,  bat 
which  woaM  ssako  it  a  aolablo  boaa^  la  tke 
smooth  and  arid  waate  of  browa  stone  which 
lines  Fifth  avenne.  In  the  lower  story,  as  I 
said,  was  his  law  ofTue,  and  across  the  (^iitry 
are  the  parlors,  in  ihe  chief  of  which  the 
body  lay.  Phritographs,  eiii;ravin<;s,  and 
paintings  of  the  owner  are  almost  the  only 
decorations  in  them.  In  the  office  is  a  large 
and  strictly  professional  library,  and  above  is 
a  smaller  aad  osoro  varied  collection,  which 
is  yet  in  the  auua  eoafiaad  to  politics  and  his- 
tory, NcMkeraaro  aky  oif  Aa  katck>iniacks 
which  betoken  the  preaence  of  affectionate 
women  in  a  household,  and  it  is  to  this  cause, 
perhaps  more  than  to  the  air  of  mortality 
which  now  pervades  it,  that  is  owing  the  grim 
and  unsympathetic  appearance  which  repels 
the  stranger  within  its  gates.  The  gard  'Ti  is 
unkept,  for  the  nature  of  the  man  was  too  i-n 
lated  to  care  for  theae  things,  and  there  is  no 
hiat  anywhere  visible  in  the  habitation  or  its 
saiioandingg  of  aogbt  beyoad  the  physical 
aacassities  aad  the  pkymeal  eomfarts  of  life. 
Tt  seems  the  abode  not  of  a  reelaaa  oaly,  bat 
of  a  mitanthrope,  and  aae)i  seems  to  have 
been  Thaddeus  Stevens'  social  character,  aa  I 
gather  it  here.  It  fronts  the  main  thorough- 
fare, and  is  in  the  press  of  tratlie,  but  seems 
as  if  the  site  o'it  had  been  so  selected  because 
the  owner  felt  that  there  is  no  solitude  like 
multitude,  and  the  hoose  and  its  sarrbundings 
are  a  trae  index.  While  Tkaddaas  Stevens 
was  the  head  af  tka  doasiaaat  party  of  tke  re- 
pablie,  and  weak  knaaa  ware  tramhBag  at  tka 
crack  of  his  whip,  he  himself,  although  in  a 
scn.sn  the  pride  and  boast  of  Lancaster,  was 
in  another  sense  her  shame.  Why  should  one 
conceal  what  he  never  concealed,  and  what  is 
the  town-talk  here.  He  had  lived  for  many 
years  as  with  bis  wife  with  a  mulatto  woman 
who  was  not  his  wife,  and  on  that  account,  in 
spite  of  his  professional  prestige,  his  political 
renown,  his  brilliancy  in  conversation  anJ 
oratory,  he  was  condemned  to  pass  his  life  be- 
yond the  pale  of  the  society  of  ladies,  the  wives 
and  mothers  of  hi.s  own  rank  and  repute 
otherwise.  He  met  this  Mrs.  Smith  when  she 
was  a  cbamber-maid  in  Harrisburi^  ami  In- 
was  a  Legislator  there.  Winn  h'-  came  to 
Lancaster,   in  the   year  »-    .-oon  as 

his  fortune — which  he  had  periled  and  lost 
in  a  throw  of  the  political  dice  the  session  bc- 
fora  ■  becasse  so  far  repaired  aa  te  allow  him 
to  Isep  a  hoose  hwo,  he  seat  for  kerto  be  his 
honaakaeper.  He  has  lavisLed  upon  her  ever 
since  all  that  tenderness  with  which  men  who 
are  restricted  to  one  vent  for  thcii  afl'ectiona 
pour  it  through  that  one  channel,  and  by  his 
will  it  is  utiderstood  that  he  has  left  her  such 
a  sum  as  will  keep  her  in  comfort  for  her  life. 

It  is  only  a  little  over  two  months  since  it  was 
my  hap  to  send  an  account  of  the  funeral  of 
James  Buchanaa;:  YlMl^ttM  this  was  such 
a  foneral  as  LaaeaStor  waa  aot  likely  to  see 
again.  Tka  sayiag  wm  Irae,  for  to-^ay  the 
other  of  the  sMisk  tHstii^jskini  mtm  wko  koTO 
ever  represented  Pennsylvania  in  the  national 
councils  has  had  what  last  honors  his  towns- 
men saw  fit  to  give  him.  The  present  proces- 
sion was  only  a  fourth  part  as  lar^e  a.s  the 
former  one,  and  the  constituent  parts  of  it 
were  socially  proportionately  lower.  These 
were  mostly  country  people,  whereas  the  at- 
tendant* fit  '  BkdlaiaM^*  MitJm^^ 
all  city  folks.  This  eorrespoods  to  a  certain 
extent  to  the  politlral  eostplexfoa  of  things ; 
but  it  al.HO  vindicates  that  Mr.  Buchanan's 
highest  reputation  was  among  his  nearest 
neighbors  and  as  a  gentleman,  whiii'  that  of 
Mr.  Stevens  was  among  the  conslitiienls  who 
knew  least  cf  him  personally,  and  to  whom  he 
was  only  a  politician.  There  was  a  trouble 
about  the  place  of  the  negroes  in  the  proces- 
sion also,  the  result  of  which  repelled  very 
many  people  who  woald  otherwise  have  been 
glad  enough  to  joia  it,  aod  oTtrhtck  yon  will 
bear  plenty  from  other  soarees ;  bat  the  real 
reason  of  the  comparative — not  absolute  (for 
it  was  very  largo) — meagreness  of  the  turn- 
out was  that  white  men  were  willing  enough 
to  pay  their  individual  homage  to  u  great  po- 
litical leader,  they  were  not  willing  that  their 
wives  and  daughters  should  seem  to  ^ve  ap- 
probatioa  to  a  life  which  openly  aetataaoi^t 
all  the  conventional  ssoralitiea.  The  two  OMa 
were,  iadeed,  with  several  saparfieial  poiats 
of  re:  emblance,  as  diametrically  opposed  as 
two  men  well  couldbe.  They  were  successive 
leaders  of  the  bar  of  Lancaster,  for  Mr,  Buch- 
anan had  quite  retired  from  the  public  prac- 
tice of  the  law  before  .Mr.  Stevens  came  t ,  i  t.  In 
this  capacity,  the  one  was  celeb -ated  for  his 
learning  judgment,  and  clearness  of  statement; 
the  other  for  his  special  pleading,  his  ii^nui 
ty,  and  the  power  of  kia  dtraet  appsals  to  the 
nrmpatkiaoof  asoa.  Af  a  Maai|aance,  Mr. 
'Wabkaaaa  was  aMCO  aaeiiaMfel  wilk  the  jjiry. 
They  were  both  bachelors;  in  one  case  on  ac- 
count of  an  early  disappointment  in  love ;  in 
the  other,  on  account  of  a  physical  inliriniiy 
which  forbade  the  owner  of  it  to  aspire  to  a 
woman'a  heart  Both  lived  long,  and  both 
left  large  fortanes.  Bot  in  politics  and  in 
society,  what  could  be  morOiilRirklC.than  the 
contrast  between  these  the  most  mmous  sons 
of  Lancaster?  Mr.  Buchanan  was  politically 
the  most  prudent  of  men — ;i  cautious  states- 
man, governed  by  precedent;  respectful  of 
law,  fearfal  of  inaovatioa.  Soowliy  he  was 
dignified,  decent,  not  apt  to  fail  In  offices  of 
tenderness,  a  man  of  perfect  morality  aecon 
i  ng  to  the  conventions.  The  other  man  I  have 
beard  aptly  described  to-day  as  a  political 
Bohemiah.  His  career  was  like  that  of  a 
comet,  travelling  in  sj;)lendor  and  nebulosity 
'  e  was  utterly  dcHant  of 
ons,  and  this  merit  was 
that  he  did  not  pretend  to  himself  or  to  other 
men  to  pay  any  regard  to  them.  Whatever 
was  in  the  way  of  his  cherished  notiomi. 
whether  it  were  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  law  of  gravity,  had  to  be  crushed 
or  to  crash  him.  In  private  life  it  was  the 
same.  He  lived  openly  in  defiance  of  the 
opinion  of  society.  He  acted  in  public  upon

down  from  the  nests  f.  r  ■  m  mi. 

The  best  dowi.  is  that  u i>  luund  in  the 
Mat.  and  which  the  female  plucks  from  her 
hc«aat  It  is  called  "Uve"  down  to  distinguish 
it  from  that  which  is  plncked  from  th.'  dead 
and  there  is  an  appreciable  difference  between 
the  two.  both  as  recards  price  and  quality.  If 
a  handful  of  "live  down  is  thrown  into  the 
air,  it  will  adhear  togeiher  in  a  ooaapact  mass, 
even  thoarh  a  brisk  breaaa  be  Uoarias  :  but 
the  "dead"  down  wwiM  ba  blown  about  in 
all  directions.  "Ure"down.  when  exposed  to 
the  warmth  of  the  aan  or  fire,  will  ri.>e  mueh 
more  than  the  "  dead  '  Since  in  N'orw:iv  the 
»-id.-r  dii<  k  is  niel.  i  llie  |ir..t.M  ll..ii  uf  tin-  ;;o\ 
ernuient,  which  heavily  tines  any  i»n<'  who 
kills  one  of  the  birds,  but  little  '  dead  down 
H  exported  rom  that  country.  But  in  CJrcen- 
laad  and  in  parts  of  Iceland,  the  birds  do  iiot 
meet  with  the  same  considerate  attention, 
and  are  frequently  destroyed  for  their  dnwn  s 
aake. 

The  eider  duck  is  a  remarkably  hand.sonie 
bird,  and  is  nrarly  double  the  aise  of  an  or- 
dinary farm  .hick  :  the  duck,  which  is  smaller 

than  her  mate,  is  of  sombre  brown  color.  She 
tfenerally  lavs  from  five  to  eight  eggs,  after 
which  she  w'ill  betjin  to  ^t.  unless  the  eggs  be 
taken.  But  it  is  tli-  c.i.jeot  of  tlie  proprietor 
..f  a  colony  of  dtirk-  t..  get  as  muci  down  as 
possible,  the  n.  -t  i  ^jeneratly  robbed  once

"it  is  a  most  inteiesting  stghl  to  visit  one 
of  these  Norwegian  duck  colonies,  and  observe 
the  jealous  care  with  which  the  bird>  are 
treated.  'I  lio  diieks  approve  of  it,  an  i  ..• 
come  ao  tame  that  they  will  even  suffer  tiieui 
nalvaa  to  be  taken  off  tLeir  neat  by  the  '  gude- 

Mr.  Shepherd,  in  "The  Northwest Penin.sula 
of  Ireland. '  gives  a  moat  interesting  account 
of  a  visit  he  paid  to  an  eider  duck  island  ufl 
the  extreme  western  part  of  ihe  country.  It 
was  but  three  quarters  of  a  mile  iu  width,  and 
was  almost  entirely  surrounded  by  a  atone 
wall  al>out  three  feet  high.  Every  alternate 
stone  at  the  bo.tom  of  this  wall  had  been  Uk- 
en  out,  leaving  a  bole  for  the  duck  to  build 
lier  nest  in.  tt'hen  he  visited  it  every  com 
partment  wms  tenanted,  and  "it  was  acurious- 
Mglit.  he  writes,  "to  see  a  whole  line  of 
dueks  Uy  out  from  the  wall  as  1  wa  ked  a  long 
it.'

The  eider  duck  is  a  very  i  .  i  ■  r,  and 

her  mate  is  ev«r  on  the  watch  to  prot«K;t  her 
fr«MM  intmders,  or  give  her  timely  notice  of 
approaching  danger.  Foxes  and  ravens  are 
among  their  deadliest  and  craftiest  cnimi  s  ; 
and  these  will  frequently  COOM  Mid  P«U  the 

duek  off  her  iiest  in  order  t* rab  Im«' of  her 

eges  or  callow  brood.

Kider  liuuu  needs  a  good  <l.  al  ol  l  ieaniiiij 
and  drt-ssiug,  as  the  pieces  of  grass  and  twigs 
of  which  the  nest  is  made  gets  so  intermin- 
gled with  it,  that  it  is  not  easy  to  fet  rid  of 
'  •  III  <-iitir>  l_v  \'.n(  \\  duck  yields  on  an  av- 
'  '  oi.iic<  >  of  down,  which  is 
i  :  i'V  drcsMiig.  Tee  method 
.-pread  the  down  out  in  the 
.r.  ,  :  .  (iiy.  jiiid  as  in  those  far  northern  lati- 
tudes, for  six  weeks,  the  sun  never  aets  below 
the  horixon,  it  soon  dries.  Should  rainy 
weather  set  in,  the  down  has  to  be  dried  in 
orewa.  The  particles  of  grass  and  twigs, 
becoming  brittle,  are  picked  out  by  hand,  and 
ilie  <]own  i.-,  placed  on  sieves  to  be  well  riil 
d  tfd  until  the  small  bits  and  dust  have  fallen 
tbrougfa.  It  is  then  ready  for  aqpovtalioa, 
and  is  shipped  chiefly  to  Denmark.

call.^e  I  lie  ;r,-eater  part  of  that  vluill  Cumes 
Irom  the  lir.st  named  countries  is  the  dead 
dawa.  Once  or  twice  the  writer  lia.^  had  ei.l 
fdown  sent  biiu  from  a"hulm  on  the  other 
side  of  North  C^pe,  mmi  has  always  kmad  it 
expedient  to  have  tkis  d«va  dfeaaed  over 
ligain  In  buying  eider  down,  therefore,  the 
purchaser  mu.^t  not  mind  if  he  find  twigs  and 
du-'t  iiii.v.  d  up  with  it,  for  he  may  rest  assur- 
ed II  l;  I.  lias  Uic  genuine  article.  Kider 
d.iwi.  piuclved  off  the  dead  dird,  is  periectly 
clean,  but  not  nearly  so  valuable.

Tba  neat  of  the  eider  duck  should  never  be

ba^aapiMy  of  down  is  exhausted,  the  drake 
viH  «iake  ap  the  deficincy  from  his  own 
baaaM.  The  down  of  the  drake,  by  the  way, 
p*  as  whil4'  as  swan  s  down. 

Tba  eggs  that  have  teen  taken  are  kept  for 
the  Wiater's  sapply,  but  the  duck  i.-  allowed 
to  hang  ap  the  secoad  hatch  in  peace  and 
quieliiess.  And  thus,  as  there  is  a  natural 
instiact  more  or  less  developed  in  all  crea- 
turea  to  bread  in  the  old  spot  where  they  first

It  is  about  three  inches  wide  by  six 
inches  long,  with  a  hole  cut  through  thi  center, 
on  the  back  of  which  is  pasted  a  piece  of  thin- 
ner paper  than  that  used  for  the  stamp,  so 
that  in  canceling  it,  it  will  lic  so  inutilate<l  ns 
10  prevent  its  lieiiig  usee'  a  second  time.  The 
stamp  bears  the  words  "Tax  paid,  and  con- 
tains serial  numbers  to  corre-poin!  with  those 
on  the  stub  in  the  books  to  be  kept  in  the  dis- 
tillery, to  prevent  duplication.  Kach  stamp 
has  coupons  attached,  to  add  one,  two,  three 
or  n>ur  gallons  when  neces.sary,  the  chief 
stamp  being  for  forty  gallons,  whereas  whisk}' 
barrels  generallj'  contain  one,  two.  or  three 
gallons  over  that  number. 

The  stamps  for  tobacco  comprise  twenty- 
one  deaoaitnationa,  as  follows :  For  1,  2,  3,  a, 
10,  M.  40,  M,  GO  and  100  pound  boxes  and 
iMirrelsof  plug  tobacco — half  ounce,  one  ounce, 
2, 4,  C,  8,  and  l<i  ounces  for  the  fine  cut 
chewing — and  2.  4..*^  an«i  IC  ounces  for  smok- 
ing tobacco.  All  lliese  stamps  will  .le  sold 
as  revenue  stamps  are  now  sold,  ami  the  evi- 
dence that  tax  nus  been  paid  will  be  the 
stamp  on  the  l>ox,  barrel,  or  package.  Those 
stamps  will  be  about  one  iiu  h  wide,  by  one 
and  a  half  inches  lontr,  and  will  be  fmisiiedin 
artistic  style.  They  will  not  be  completed 
and  ready  for  use  bel'ore  sixty  days.
